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Adair Man Shot, 
Killed At Casey 
County Business

The Kentucky State Police are 
continuing their investigation 
into the murder of an Adair 
County man who was shot and 
killed last Wednesday night, 
Sept. 26, while working in 
Dunnville. 

Fifty-year-old Wendell 

“Gleason” Pyles was found shot 
to death at Tarter Manufacturing 
around 10 p.m. EDT inside a 
building. Pyles worked as a 
maintenance worker for the 
company and was alone in the 
building when he was killed. 
According to reports, a night 
watchman who was in another 
area heard the shots and 
discovered the victim’s body. 

KSP Post 15 in Columbia has 
not released any more 
information concerning Pyles’ 
death, but according to an article 
in the Casey County News, Sgt. 
Andy Olson said they are looking 
at suspects, which he declined to 
name. 

Anyone with any information 
about the case is asked to call the 
State Police at 384-4796 or 1- 
800-222-5555. Callers can 
remain anonymous.

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Supreme Court Won’t Hear Meeece’s Appeal

The United States Supreme Court announced 
Monday that it will not hear an appeal of 
William Harry “Bill” Meece’s death sentence 
he received for the 1993 murders of Adair 
County veterinarian Dr. Joe Wellnitz, his wife 
Beth and son Dennis. 

After Meece’s conviction and death sentence 
was upheld by the Kentucky Supreme Court, 

Meece’s attorneys applied for consideration for 
his case to be heard by the US Supreme Court. 

The US Supreme Court’s decision to not hear 
the case brings Meece’s direct appeals to an 
end. 

“This is a tremendous step in the case,” Commonwealth Attorney 
Brian Wright said in a telephone interview. “It basically ends any 
allegations of errors in the trial and exhausts Meece’s line of direct 
appeals. 

“He still may try to appeal the case on a basis of ineffective

done, it was decided that the number of schools in the Adair district 
would be reduced from five to four, starting next school year. 

The first meeting was extremely short and basically served only 
to approve the memberships of the local planning committee, a 
group made up of community leaders and headed by chairman 
Darrell Overstreet. 

The planning committee discussed the possibility of reconfiguring 
Adair County Elementary, Adair County Middle School, and the 
new elementary school currently under construction so that they can 
absorb students from Colonel William Casey and John Adair 
Intermediate.

Rebecca Turner Resigns 
From School Board Seat

Rebecca Turner, who has represented School Board District #1 
for the past 21 months, has resigned from her seat after moving out 
of the district. 

Turner, who has moved to a new residence located in District #2, 
submitted her resignation letter to Superintendent Alan Reed at a 
meeting between the two Friday morning. 

“We had heard rumors that she had moved and was now possibly 
living outside the District #1 boundaries, but the law states that it is 
up to the office holder to notify the proper officials,” 
Superintendent Reed said in a telephone interview. “I met with Ms. 
Turner Friday morning and she gave me her resignation letter, 
stating that her resignation was effective immediately.”

counsel or something else, but those appeals are 
much more difficult.” 

In one of the most heinous crimes in the 
history of Adair County, the bullet-riddled bodies 
of Joe, Beth and Dennis Wellnitz were found in 
their Conover Lane home next to their 
veterinary clinic on the morning of Feb. 26, 
1993. 

The Kentucky State Police immediately 
launched an intensive investigation into the 
murders, but the case remained unsolved for 
almost 10 years. 

Both Meece and the Wellnitz’ daughter, 
Margaret Ann “Meg” Wellnitz Appleton, became 
suspects early on in the case, but it took almost 
10 years of work before law enforcement officials got the break in 
the case needed to arrest the pair. 

The break came when Meece’s ex-wife, Regina, who had been

I generally try to watch what is considered the 
“local” news each evening and morning, even 
though “local” for me is the Louisville television 
stations. One of the main reasons I watch is to 
check the weather forecast, although our weather 
often is quite a bit different. (The forecast on 
Channel 13 in Bowling Green is more accurate for 
our area, but since I have a satellite I can’t get the 
station.) 

Sometime over the past year or two - or maybe 
its been even longer - the meteorologists began 
putting the “dew point” on their charts, along with 
the actual air temperature, relative humidity and 
wind speed. Now, I may be a little dense when it 
comes to weather, but I actually didn’t know what 
the dew point was, and what influence it has on the 
weather. 

I know what dew is, and know if there is enough 
moisture in the air at night, we’re going to wake up 
in the morning to find dew on the ground, our 
vehicles, etc., just as it was this morning. 

In order to enlighten myself about the dew point, 

I hit the Internet, and found hundreds of definitions 
for dew point and how it affects the weather. The 
simplest definition read, “The temperature at which 
air must be cooled at constant pressure for it to 
become saturated.” 

Now, what does that mean, and how does it affect 
our weather. From what little I could figure out, the 
dew point is an actual temperature, and the closer 
the dew point temperature is to the actual 
temperature, the relative humidity is higher, and if 
the dew point and air temperature are equal, there’s 
a good chance we’re going to have some 
precipitation. But, other factors have to come into 
play before it actually rains, such as cloud cover 
and a bunch of other stuff. 

Sometimes, I would rather see a weather report 
like the ones we got 40-50 years ago, when the 
weatherman - they weren’t called meteorologists 
back then - would tell you it would be 90 degrees 
the next day, you knew it was going to be hot, or 
he said it was going to be 10 degrees, you knew it 
was going to be cold. It really didn’t matter what 
the humidity was, or the wind chill factor was, it 
was either hot or cold. And, all you had to do to 
confirm this was to go outside for a few minutes. 


I had a call Tuesday from a lady who is a regular 
reader of my column who asked me to send out a 
special thank you to Westlake Regional Hospital 
and its new CEO, David Rasmussen, and after 
hearing her story, I said I would. 

Betty Smith (not the Betty Smith at Flowers ‘N 
Things) said that she fell in her apartment Monday 
morning, injuring her knee and ankle. 

“I had fallen once before, and didn’t remember 
what happened,” she said. “I went to the hospital 
and found out I had suffered a stroke. Since I 
didn’t remember falling this time, I thought I might 
have had another stroke, so I called an ambulance 
and went to the hospital.” 

Smith said she got to the hospital around 9:30 
a.m., and they began running tests on her. 
Thankfully, a brain scan revealed that she hadn’t 
suffered another stroke, but the injuries to her 
ankle and knee she suffered resulted in them 
putting a boot on her sprained ankle and a brace on 
her knee. 

“By the time they got finished with me, it was 
about 5:30 and the taxis had quit for the day, so I 
didn’t have any way to get back home,” she said. 
“Then, my emergency room nurse, Roger 
Huckaby, came in and asked me if I would like a 
ride home with the hospital’s new CEO, and I said 
okay. 

“Well, Mr. (David) Rasmussen came around put 
me in his car and delivered me home. He is one of 
the nicest persons I’ve ever met.” 

Smith said she’s noticed improvements in the 
hospital, said she would urge everyone to support 
Westlake. “We need our hospital here,” she said.

Agriculture in 
Adair County 

Agriculture is the foundation of our society. No matter what other 
industries flourish, the basis for all is our work with the soil, a 
never-ending, exhaustive effort to feed mankind and domestic 
animal as well. 

The Grange in Adair County 

The Grange, a farmers’ movement that began after the Civil War, 
spread across the nation in the early 1870s. Unit of the Grange were 
organized in Adair County at a fairly early date. The State Grange 
of Kentucky authorized a county organization in Columbia, to be 
known as Grange No. 48. 

Jericho 

The Patrons of Husbandry had the first known organization in 
Adair County as early as 1874. The following is the text of the 
charter: “Patrons of Husbandry, To all good Patrons everywhere: Be 
it known, that application having been made under date of 31 
August 1874, in behalf of certain parties therein named, for a 
dispensation from the National Grange to organize a Subordinate 
Grange in Jericho, County of Adair, State of Kentucky to be known 
as Jericho Grange No. 1369 the same has been granted, the 
Constitution and Ritual of the Order placed in their hands, and they 
have full power and authority to confer the Degrees in their 
Subordinate Grange.” 

Egypt 

The Adair County Grange met at Egypt Hall on 7 January 1876, 
with Worthy M. Bernard as chair. Degrees were conferred on the 
following “Brothers and Sisters:” T.P. Jeffries, W.T. Willis, W.F. 
Jeffries, A.C. Jeffries, A. Troutman, A. Cox, H.J. Beard, H.P Willis, 
J.N. Williams, J.H. Reynolds, David Harden, W.R. Faucett, C.P. 
Banks, G.A.Bradshaw, Zachariah T. Williams, J.D. Royse, J.H. 
Young, M.A. Robertson, Elizabeth Cooley, Zerilda Jeffries, Nannie 
Cooley, and R.M. Banks. 

After election, the following were made officers of the Grange: 
W.W. Bernard, Master; A. Troutman, Overseer; W.T. Bottoms, 
Eecture; Jesse Hood, Steward; William T. Willis, Assistant Steward; 
and W.W. Waggoner, Chaplain. 

Cane Valley 

Charter members of the Cane Valley Grange, No. 892: The 
officers were E.C. Sublett, Master; J.W. Ailshie, Overseer; A.H. 
Judd, Eecture; S.G. Banks, Secretary; Charles Massie, Treasurer; 
W.S. Gwinn, Steward; John J. Johnston, Assistant Steward; S.S. 
Vanhoy, G.H; Benjamin Edrington, Chaplain; Mrs. Bettie 
Edrington, Cerese; Mrs. W.E. Vanhoy, Pomona; Mrs. M.S. Judd, 
Floro; Miss Mattie Edrington, L.A.S.; general membership: James 
T. Cox, W.W. Edrington, Jourdan Page, George L. Helm, James A. 
Curd (transferred to or from Columbia), Creed Hood, Samuel 
Moulton, Mrs. Melvina Helm, Mrs. Sallie Ailshie, and Mrs. Eliza 
A. Page. Subsequent candidates for membership were: James 
Dudley, age 42, and W.W. Rexroat, age 41. 

The Adair County Agricultural Associations 

The Adair County Agricultural Association’s Marshal was 
Charles H. Yates, with members: James K. Robertson, Scott 
Montgomery, Joseph M. Murrell and James P. Dohoney, Jr., in 
August 1886. 

The Green River Colored Agricultural Association’s Marshal was 
O.B. Patterson, with membership including James P. Dohoney, in 
October 1886. 

The Farmer’s Journal, an agriculture oriented newspaper, was 
founded in Columbia in 1874. It was edited by A. Sidney Smith and 
an annual subscription was $2.00. The only known copy of this 
paper is dated 11 November 1874, volume one, number eight. It is 
possible this paper did not last more than a year or two. 

Adair County farmers produced a diverse product in 1880. 
According to available records, much “Indian” corn, tobacco, Irish 
potatoes and wheat were grown; also oats, rye, sorghum, sweet 
potatoes, apples and peaches. There were a number of local people 
who tapped maple trees for “sugar and molasses” production. 
Several acres of flax were grown and at least one acre of cotton. 
Horses, mules, cattle, sheep, poultry and bees for honey production 
were also important to the agricultural community in 1880. 

Vital in the production of rope, hemp was regularly produced on 
many farms in Adair and surrounding counties from early 
settlement until the time of the Civil War. Hemp brakes were 
established in the area around Lexington and it is likely some of 
Adair County’s product was exported to that area. However, there 
are some brief mentions of hemp being shipped by flatboat down 
the Green River, to the Mississippi andon to New Orleans, along 
with shipments of tobacco. Few official records exist as to the 
extent of production here, but an 1862 report gives county 
production at 5,200 pounds, but only 14 pounds in 1864 and 564 
pounds in 1865.

New Area Code Needed 
In Western Kentucky 

PSC opens case to consider whether 
to overlay or split area code 270 

The Kentucky Public Service Commission (PSC) has opened a 
proceeding that will lead to the creation of a new area code in all or a 
portion of the current area code 270, which covers western Kentucky. 

In an order issued in late August, the PSC said that it had been 
notified by the North American Numbering Plan Administrator 
(NANPA) that area code 270 is projected to run out of available 
numbers by the third quarter of 2014. NANPA, which oversees the 
distribution of phone numbers and assigns area codes, subsequently 
revised that forecast to project number exhaustion by the first quarter of 
2014. 

The PSC will consider two options for creating the new area code. A 
telecommunications industry group convened by NANPA 
recommended an overlay, which would create a second area code - 364 
- in the same territory now covered by area code 270. The second 
option is a split, which would assign area code 364 to a portion of the 
current area code 270 territory. 

An overlay would permit retention of all current 270 numbers, but 
would require 10-digit dialing for local calls. A split would retain seven¬ 
digit dialing for local calls, but would require both wireless and landline 
customers within about half the current area code to change their phone 
numbers. 

The PSC will conduct public meetings throughout the area code 270 
territory in October to provide information about the options and to 
receive public comment. The locations and dates of the meetings will be 
announced in early October. 

In addition, PSC staff will be available to make presentations to local 
governments, chambers of commerce, civic groups and other 
organizations. To schedule a presentation, contact Andrew 
Melnykovych, public information officer for the PSC. 

This is the second time in six years that the PSC has addressed a 
projected number shortage in area code 270. A similar proceeding was 
initiated in July 2006. 

In May 2007, the PSC ordered the creation of a new area code - 
designated by NANPA as 364 - in the western half of area code 270. 
Area code 270 was created in 1999 by splitting area code 502. 

However, that split never took effect. The projected number 
exhaustion date for area code 270 was extended several times as the 
result of changes in the number assignment process and a reduction in 
demand for new numbers due to a slowing economy. 

After postponing the implementation date five times, the PSC in 
December 2010 rescinded the decision and left area code 270 as is. 
Area code 364 has been retained for future use in western Kentucky. 

The need for new area codes arises when there are no longer enough 
blocks of new numbers to distribute to telecommunication providers. In 
area code 270, numbers are distributed in blocks of 1,000, known as 
NXX-X blocks. 

That has not always been the case. Prior to May 2007, numbers in 
area code 270 were distributed in blocks of 10,000, known as NXX 
blocks. Because a company may not need to use all of the numbers in a 
code or block, the use of the smaller groupings reduces the quantity of 
numbers that are assigned but unused and can slow the pace of number 
exhaustion. 

The PSC in 2001 had requested that the Federal Communication 
Commission (FCC) change number allocation in area code 270 to the 
smaller blocks in order to extend the life of the area code. It wasn’t until 
May 2007, a few hours after the PSC issued an order to split the area 
code, that the FCC granted the request. 

Once the number assignment was switched to the smaller blocks, 
telecommunication providers were required to return unused 1,000- 
number blocks to NANPA for reallocation. That significantly extended 
the life of area code 270, leading to the eventual cancellation of the 
split. 

When it cancelled the split, the PSC said all options will be examined 
when a new area code is needed in the future. 

The industry group that recommended the overlay did not support 
any alternative options and thus did not express a preference for a 
dividing line in the event that the PSC chooses to split area code 270. 

In 2007, the PSC split area code 270 on a north-south line Cities 
designated to remain in area code 270 included Bowling Green, 
Columbia, Glasgow, Elizabethtown and Owensboro. Area code 364 
was to cover the western portion of the current area code 270, including 
the cities of Henderson, Hopkinsville, Madisonville, Murray and 
Paducah. 

There is no assurance that another split would follow the same 
dividing line. 

The PSC has not scheduled an evidentiary hearing in the case, and 
will not do unless one becomes necessary. 

Public comments addressing the telecommunications industry 
proposal for an overlay must be submitted to the PSC by November 16. 

Anyone wishing to make comments can submit them by mail to the 
PSC at PO. Box 615, Frankfort, KY 40602, by fax to 502-564-9625, or 
by e-mail from the PSC website. Comments also may be submitted in 
person at the PSC offices. 

All records in the case are available on the PSC website, psc.ky.gov. 
The case number in the current proceeding is 2012-00129. The previous 
case was 2006-00357. 

The PSC is an independent agency attached for administrative 
purposes to the Energy and Environment Cabinet. It regulates more 
than 1,500 gas, water, sewer, electric and telecommunication utilities 
operating in Kentucky and has approximately 90 employees.

The group conducted a confer¬ 
ence call with bonding agent Joe 
Nance to discuss the financial 
implications of such a move. “It 
appears to be to a very good, viable 
option for Adair County to con¬ 
sider,” Nance said. “[Frankfort] 
has been very supportive of this 
concept.” 

The reason for looking into the 
move was explained by 
Superintendent Alan Reed as a 
cost-cutting measure that will 
increase efficiency, save tax dol¬ 
lars, and take students out of the 
first and eighth worst school facili¬ 
ties in the entire state, according to 
Frankfort. 

Renae Smith elaborated on 
Reed’s statements further. Smith 
explained that because some posi¬ 
tions overlap, salaries would be cut 
from the budget, as well as main¬ 
tenance costs and utilities bills. “It 


comes to about $495,000 that we 
estimate that could be saved by 
combining the two schools,” Smith 
said. 

“It allows our district bonding 
potential in the pretty near future,” 
Reed explained. “That is gone — 
it’s used up right now.” 

In a statement made after the 
meeting Reed also pointed out that 
the school system would save 
between $15-17 milli on that would 
be needed to build a new school to 
replace John Adair Intermediate. 

The downside to saving the esti¬ 
mated half million per year is that 
about 15 positions within the 
school system would have to be 
cut. 

From this point on the decision 
to consolidate, seemed to have 
been made. Logistics was the next 
topic of discussion. There were a 
few ideas presented as to what 


grades should go where, but it was 
ultimately decided that pre-school¬ 
ers would be kept at ACES, along 
with third, fourth, and fifth graders. 

ACES principal Robby Harmon 
voiced his concern about putting 
pre-schoolers in a school with stu¬ 
dents several years older, but it was 
decided that while the proposal 
isn’t perfect, it’s the best option 
available. 

Kindergarten through second 
grades would then be placed at the 
new school currently being built. 
The section designed for pre¬ 
schoolers will be reconfigured for 
traditional classrooms, and another 
classroom will be added on to one 
side of the building plan. 

Sixth graders are to join seventh 
and eighth graders at Adair County 
Middle School, previously known 
as John Adair 2, The Old High 
School, and before that, the High

Reed said that later on Friday, he 
sent a copy of Turner’s letter to 
Kentucky Education Commiss¬ 
ioner Dr. Terry Holliday. It will be 
up to Commissioner Holliday and 
the Department of Education to 
name a successor for Turner. 

“The Department of Education 
will advertise seeking qualified 
individuals who are interested in 
filling the position,” Reed said. 
“They will then interview the indi¬ 
viduals who have applied, and 
select the person to be District #1 ’s 
representative on the board.” 


As of Monday afternoon, the 
superintendent said he was waiting 
on a verification letter from the 
Department of Education confirm¬ 
ing they have received Turner’s 
resignation and further instructions. 

“I don’t know when they’ll 
begin advertising for applicants, 
but I don’t expect them to delay for 
too long,” Reed said. 

The advertisement seeking 
applicants will appear in the legal 
classified section of The Adair 
Progress.

School districts receiving this 
competitive grant must provide 
teachers the information, tools, and 
support that enable them to meet the 
needs of each student and substan¬ 
tially accelerate and deepen each stu¬ 
dent’s learning. 

Reed went on to explain, “Under 
Race to the Top, our district will have 
to drastically change its policies, sys¬ 
tems, infrastructure, and culture to 
enable teachers, teacher teams, and 
school leaders to continuously focus 
on improving individual student 
achievement and closing achieve¬ 
ment gaps.” 

Under “Race to the Top:, the aim 
will be to prepare each student to

married to him at the time of the 
murders but divorced later on, 
was contacted by detectives and 
agreed to talk. She told them 
what Bill Meece and Meg 
Wellnitz had told her about the 
murders after they occurred, and 
also provided a key piece of 
evidence - a safe that had been 
taken from the Wellnitz home. 

In February 2003, detectives 
from the Columbia State Police 
Post presented an Adair County 
grand jury with their evidence, 
and the grand jury returned 
indictments against both Meece 
and Wellnitz Appleton charging 
them with three counts of 
murder, robbery first degree and 
burglary first degree. 

Commonwealth Attorney 
Brian Wright filed motions with 
the court stating that he would 
seek the death penalty for both 
Wellnitz Appleton and Meece. 

Just as her trial was set to 
begin in late 2003 in Adair 
Circuit Court, Wellnitz 
Appleton’s attorneys reached a 
plea agreement with the 
Commonwealth, and she 
pleaded guilty to the charges and 


was given a sentence of life in 
prison without the possibility of 
parole for 25 years, plus 20 
years for robbery and 20 years 
for burglary - a sentence she is 
currently serving. 

In early 2004, as Meece’s trial 
was set to begin, he also entered 
a plea agreement in an effort to 
avoid the death penalty. He was 
sentenced to life without parole 
for 25 years, plus 20 years for 
robbery and 20 years for 
burglary. 

As part of his plea agreement, 
Meece gave a detailed statement 
of how the murders occurred. 
He said that Meg Wellnitz 
Appleton had driven him to 
Columbia that night and he had 
entered the residence and killed 
the three victims. With her 
parents and brother dead, 
Wellnitz Appleton would receive 
several hundred thousand dollars 
in life insurance, and Meece was 
to receive a share for killing 
them. 

However, after he was 
sentenced, Meece made a 
decision that could cost him his 
life - he filed motions to have

his guilty plea withdrawn and to 
have a trial by jury. 

The late Circuit Judge James 
Weddle granted Meece’s motion 
for a trial, and after a motion by 
his attorneys for a change of 
venue, the trial was moved to 
Warren County and got 
underway in October 2006. 

Following a week-long trial, 
the Warren County jury found 
Meece guilty of three counts of 
first-degree murder, robbery and 
burglary. The jury returned the 
following Monday for the 
penalty phase of the trial, and 
after deliberating for slightly 
under three hours, recommended 
Meece be sentenced to death for 
the crimes. They also 
recommended 20-year sentences 
for both the robbery and 
burglary convictions. 

Judge Weddle set final 
sentencing for Oct. 20, 2006, 
and on that date went along with 
the jury’s recommendation and 
formally sentenced Meece to 
death. 

Meece has remained on death 
row since that time.

The Columbia City Council, 
along with Mayor Mark Harris, 
City Clerk Sonya Roy, and City 
Attorney Marshall Loy met for 
the October meeting of the 
council Monday evening, and 
the main topic of discussion was 
the nuisance ordinance, which 
has been in the development 
stage for some time now. 

“We’ve been looking at this 
for over a year and a half now,” 
said Mayor Harris. Harris added 
that it is important to comb 
through the statute line by line to 
make sure that the council 
comes up with the most 
beneficial ordinance possible. 

Harris also noted that there 
would be a five-person board 
appointed to hear appeals and 
oversee enforcement of the 
ordinance. The question was 
raised as to whether a board 
member will have to be a 
resident of the city, or simply 
own property in the city to sit on 
the board. 

Craig Dean suggested that 
business owners who live 
outside the city limits be eligible 
to sit on the board, but Jim 
Hadley disagreed. “I think they 


ought to come from the city,” 
Hadley said. He then added, “I 
don’t expect that a lot of these 
(citations) will even come 
before the board.” 

Robert Flowers echoed 
Hadley’s feelings, saying that 
one should have to own property 
as well as live within the city 
limits to sit on the board. 
“We’re not going to micro¬ 
manage from this council,” 
Flowers added. 

The mayor has not yet said 
when the nuisance ordinance 
may be brought before the 
council for a vote on its 
adoption. 

In other business at Monday’s 
relatively brief meeting, the 
council: 

•Heard announcements from 
Mayor Mark Harris. Harris said 
that he didn’t have much news 
to pass along, but, with the 
upcoming election looming, 
thanked the council for their 
service. “I appreciate all the 
hard work you’ve done,” Harris 
said. 

He went on to commend the 
group for their tedious attention 
to this year’s budget, saying that 
it had probably been some time 


since the budget had been 
combed through line by line like 
it was this year before passing. 

•Heard from councilman 
Craig Dean about the 
construction equipment sitting 
on Young and Frazier Streets. 
Dean said that he had heard 
from several people inquiring 
about when the equipment 
would be gone, and wanted to 
ask the council. 

Robert Flowers didn’t offer a 
concrete timetable, but said that 
cleanup should be starting very 
soon. “The main thing they’ve 
had to do is get the new pipe in 
the ground,” Flowers explained. 
“That cleanup will begin - it’s 
not like they’re not working on 
it. It just takes time.” 

•Reappointed two members to 
the Tourism Commission and 
one member to the Housing 
Authority Board. Pam Hancock 
and Randall Pyles were both 
appointed to the Tourism 
Commission on terms that will 
expire in October of 2015. 
Evelyn Phelps was reappointed 
to the Housing Authority Board 
on a term that will expire in May 
of 2016. 

All council members were 
present for the meeting

put up at Holmes Bend Marina on 
Green River Lake and the second 
at the fire department in Knifley. 

The remaining sirens will be 
located in Cane Valley, Pellyton, 
on the Lindsey Wilson College 
campus, the Adair County school 
system campus, at Joe Johnson 
Little League Park and at the 
intersection of KY 61 South and 
KY 80 West across from Wal- 
Mart. (See accompanying map for 
locations of all the sirens.) 

“We tried to place them in areas 
where there has been a history of 
the most tornadoes and in the 
heaviest populated areas,” Adair 
County Emergency Management 
Director Greg Thomas said. 
“Hopefully down the road we’ll be 
able to get some more money and 
put them around the entire county.” 


The county received a $183,200 
grant from the state’s Department 
of Local Government to pay for 
the system and the eight sirens, but 
the cost of installing additional 
sirens will be lower. 

“The system to operate the 
warning sirens was a big part of the 
cost,” Thomas explained. “Now 
that we have the system installed, 
we’ll be able add on to it and all 
we’ll have to pay for are the 
additional sirens.” 

Thomas said the new sirens are 
outdoor warning sirens, and should 
be able to be heard in a mile radius 
around them. However, the terrain 
will make some difference in how 
far they can be heard. 

“They’re designed to be heard 
by people outside,” he said. “If you 
are in your house with the 


television going or other noise, you 
might not be able to hear them 
from a mile away. We still 
encourage people to have NOAA 
weather radios in their homes.” 

Thomas said that it will 
probably be a month or so before 
the warning system is operational 
as electricity must be mn to each 
site and everything connected 
together at the 911 Center. 

“Once they are operational, they 
will be tested once a week at a 
specified time,” he said. “If the 
sirens go off at any other time, it 
will mean severe weather.” 

County Judge/Executive Ann 
Melton said that she is very glad to 
see the first warning sirens going 
up. 

“This is something I’ve been 
working on since I came into 


office,” she said. “We applied for 
grants two times before and were 
turned down before finally getting 
this grant. We’ll be applying for 
more grants and hopefully get the 
money to put the sirens all over the 
county.” 

Thomas said the public appears 


to be welcoming the installation of 
the emergency warning system. 

“About everyone I’ve talked to 
are excited about it, especially 
those that live in areas such as 
Cane Valley and Pellyton that have 
been hit by tornadoes more than 
once.” 


The date of the first test will be 
announced in the media, as well as 
the time of the weekly tests that 
will follow.

Indians Drop To 5-2 With Loss To Monroe 


Adair County saw their five game winning streak come to a 
screeching halt Friday night as they ran into a Monroe County team 
that wouldn’t be denied, losing this one 23-6. 

“I challenged our guys all week to take the next step in where we 
want to be with this season and this program,” said Indian head 
coach Travis Gay. “We flirted with taking that step several different 
times but we didn’t play well enough, and made too many mistakes 
to make that jump.” 

After forcing Monroe to go three and out on their first 
possession, Adair County took over and marched the ball 
downfield. They appeared to hit paydirt on a run by quarterback 
Jake Hixson, but he fumbled on the one-yard line, and Monroe 
recovered the ball in the end zone. 

Both teams saw their next possessions end on punts, but the 
Falcons finally found the end zone with 1:15 left in the first on a 
six-yard touchdown run by quarterback Chad Wilson. After one, 
Monroe led 7-0. 

Adair managed a couple first downs on their ensuing possession, 
but the drive ultimately stalled. Alex Nickerson skied a punt to the 
corner of the field that Derek Grant downed at the Monroe one-yard 
line, giving the Falcons a long field ahead of them. 

The Tribe couldn’t take advantage of the bad field position 
they’d given Monroe though, and Wilson eventually found the end 
zone again on a 44 yard quarterback sweep with 6:44 left before 
halftime. 

It didn’t take long for Wilson to make his presence felt again. 
Just four minutes later he ran his third touchdown of the night in, 
this time from six yards out. The 21-0 score held for the rest of the 
half. 

The two teams struggled to move the ball in the third period, but 
Adair finally caught a break with three minutes left in the quarter 



when Wilson’s long pass was intercepted by Jake Hixson and 
returned to the 50 yard line. 

“Our kids showed great heart and fight,” Gay said. “But like I 
said we made too many mistakes to knock off a top ten team in the 
state, but we had our chances.” 

Adair managed to move the chains on passes to Emory Bishop 
and Gerard Smith, before they got into trouble on penalties and a 
botched run, bringing up fourth down with 16 yards to go. Hixson 
found Derek Grant in space to pick up the first down, and then hit 
Emory Bishop from six yards out for the Indians’ only touchdown 
of the game. 

Austin Roy came up a with another interception for the Tribe 
mid-way through the fourth quarter, but was tackled on Adair’s one 
yard line, and the Indians ensuing rushing attempt was stuffed in 
the backfield for a safety. 

Those two points were the last of the game for either team, and 
Monroe escaped with a 23-6 victory. 

Junior Jake Hixson threw the ball 18 times in this one, and

The No. 12-ranked University 
of the Cumberlands (Ky.) 
football team scored 54 
unanswered points en route to a 
61-29 win over Lindsey Wilson

Emergency Drill Held At ACMS

People driving past Adair 
County Middle School Friday 
morning might have been 
frightened by the scene before 
them. Fire trucks, police 
cruisers, and ambulances were 
scattered all about the parking 
lot. Emergency workers 
scrambled back and forth, and 
an emergency helicopter landed 
on the baseball field. All was 
well though, as the school was 
the setting for a mock 
earthquake that served as a 
training exercise for local 
emergency personnel. 

“It was a great success,” said 
Adair County Emergency 
Management Director Greg 
Thomas. “The school system 
approached us about it, and it 
worked out great coordinating 
between the two of us.” 

The drill began just after 8 
a.m. Friday, and over 50 
emergency personnel were 
involved in the program. 
Students were escorted out of 
the school before the workers 
arrived, although some students 
and faculty were instructed to 
stay behind as victims. 


Emergency workers, once on 
scene, had to survey the school 
to find all the victims, and then 
provide them with the necessary 
treatment. 

One of the main purposes of 
the training was to work on 
communication between the 
various departments, and 
Thomas said that it went pretty 
well. “The scenario was an 
earthquake/fire scenario for this 
drill,” Thomas explained. “But 
that’s not all lessons learned 
from this can be used for. The 
same plans could be utilized for 


multiple scenarios - the only 
difference would be who takes 
the lead role.” 

By 9:30, all mock victims had 
been located and treated, and 
students were brought back into 
the classrooms. Emergency 
personnel stayed on the grounds 
for another hour or so, speaking 
to students and evaluating their 
own performance from earlier. 

“Everything went fine, we all 
learned from each other,” 
Thomas said. “There wasn’t a 
right or a wrong way - it was a 
learning experience.”

Veteran Designation Now 
Available On Drivel's License 


Kentucky veterans can now 
have the fact that he or she is a 
veteran stamped on their 
driver’s license when they 
renew it at the Circuit Court 
Clerk’s Office. 

The 2012 Kentucky General 
Assembly, through HB 221, 
enacted legislation that allows 
military veterans to have 
VETERAN stamped on their 
driver’s license. It will be 
stamped vertically on the right 
side of the driver’s photograph 
on the license. The VETERAN 
designation is available for all 
branches of the armed service. 

In order to receive the veteran 
designation on the license, the 
individual must present form 
DD214, the Department of 
Defense’s form that verifies 
service, at the time he or she 
renews their license. 

Due to the fact that the 
equipment needed to stamp 
“veteran” on the license only 
became available recently, any 
veteran that renewed their 
license between July 12 and 
Sept. 24, 2012 can come back in 
to the Circuit Clerk’s office, 
present their DD214 form, and 
receive a free duplicate license 
with the “veteran” stamp. 
Individuals who fall in the July 
12-Sept. 24 period have until 
Dec. 31, 2012 to apply for the 


free duplicate. After Dec. 31, the 
free reprint will not be available. 

Gov.Steve Beshear, in 
announcing the designation, 
said. “As a veteran myself, I 
know that service in our nation’s 
military is typically a point of 
lifelong pride among veterans. 
And this is one small way in 
which we can acknowledge the 
many men and women who have 


honorably worn the uniform.” 

“We are proud to be able to 
offer this driver’s license 
designation to our veterans,” 
Adair Circuit Court Clerk 
Dennis Loy said. “We encourage 
them to bring in the DD214 
forms when they come in to 
renew their license so they can 
be recognized as a veteran on 
it.”

UK Beef Cow Forage Supplement Tool 
-AWeb Based App 

The UK Beef Cow Forage Supplement Tool is a newly developed 
web-based app that uses forage analysis results to estimate forage 
intake and supplementation rates for beef cows. The app which was 
produced by Kevin Laurent, Jeff Lehmkuhler and Roy Burris in the 
University of Kentucky Department of Animal and Food Sciences 
can be accessed on the web at http://apps.ca.uky.edu/forage- 
supplement-tool/ or downloaded on smart phones for offline use. 

Users are reminded that this is not a ration balancing program, 
but simply a tool that estimates the nutritional needs of a 1250 
pound mature beef cow in adequate body condition in three stages 
of production: mid-gestation, late gestation and lactation. Many 
variables such as weather conditions, body condition, animal health, 
palatability of feedstuffs, etc can affect actual intake and animal 
response to a feeding program and actual feed/forage intake and 
body condition should be monitored throughout the feeding 
program.
